In the ebb and flow of water- 
borne trade, many strange and 
unwieldy burdens come to the ves« 
gel's side for handling. There are 


products of every art and industry ‘ 


on the globe, a ceaseless stream of 


the raw and finished materials that | 


make America dominant. 

In all the shipping trade there is 
no other vantage point ‘where 80 
clearly may be geen world commerce 
at its most romantic and colourful, 
as on the deck of the floating 
derrick. These “Leviathans” of the 
Harbour are everywhere and at all 
times busy with thelr burdens; 
every tide brings fresh labours for 
strength. And variety is their por- 
tion. Even the Jargest Liner is 
equipped to handle only a few tons; 
the really heavy and bulky lifts fal) 
to the lot.of the floating derrick. 
Nearly fifty auch vessels, of Merritt- 
Chapman and Scott ownership, aro 
constantly at work around New York 
Harbour and in adjacent. waters. 
Their lifting capacity ranges from 
35 tons to $60 tons overaido and 6 
number have booms 60 long that 
they reach over the rails and even 
over the upper decks of the ‘tallest 
ships; there is a derrick of appro- 
priate size within reach for every 
job.- Seated at his desk, day and

minutes, when he can have s derrick 
at a given spot, ready for work. ."

In the appreciation of the gen- 
eral economic situation in Japan, 
considerable prominence is given 
to the action of the new Japanese 
Ministry in raising the gold em- 
bargo in January, 1930. The re- 
port discusses the effect on trade 
conditions resulting directly from 
the action antl from the efforts of 
the Government in preparation 
for the removal and subsequent 
thereto in the form of reduction of 
Government expenditure and 
limitation of imports, 

Unfavourable Conditions. 

Apart from the influence attri- 
butable to the above action, main 
Japanese exports have encounter- 
ed unfavourable conditions in 
their chief markets. Oyer 80 per 
cent. of Japan’s exports go to the 
United States and Asiatic coun- 
tries. The financial. crisis in‘ the 
former, the disturbed conditions 
in China, and tariff inereases in 
India have resulted in a general 
trade ’ depression, ’ particularly 
marked in the opening months of 
this year. The economic situation 
is, therefore, discouraging, al- 
though this cannot be ascribed to 
any fundamental, weakness in the 
financial and industrial organisa- 
tion. 

Under the section relating to 
exports, considerable information 
is given as to the conditions pre- 
¥ailing’ in Japanese industries, 
and particularly as regards "silk 
and cotton. : These reports re- 
count the measures taken to assist 
the industres in the difficulties 
in the. difficulties encountered. 
Output restriction is still gener- 
ally prevalent, : 

The trade, with Great . Britain 
fepresents a comparatively small 
percentage of Japan’s total tratte, 
and shows a decrease in 1929 as 
compared with 1928, This in part 
due to the change in the eharacter 
of Japan’s import trade in which 
raw materials or semi-finished pro- 
ducts are increasing to the detri- 
ment of manufactured goods. The 
section “imports” deals in ‘detail 

with the position in a number of 
the chief imported .products in 
which Great Britain is consider- 
ably interested, including iron and 
steel, woollens, ‘chemical fertilisers 
and ‘motor vehicles. Reports on 
the condition of trade in-Formosa 
and Korea are printed as annexes 
to the main report. In the latter 
territory conditions ‘have ‘suffered 


owing to the ‘dependence on finan-. 


cial conditions in Japan.

NEED FOR STUDY. OF 
RUGBY THEORY — 


ENGLAND'S FLY HALF 


WILL SPONGE’S “WEAKNESS 
DISPLACE HIM? 


CAPTAIN'S ' STRATEGY 


[By Howard 


Rugby football is a difficult game 
to criticise, for a match which, may 
appear . exceedingly dull” to! the 
spectator may be the greatest fun 
for the players. It is, therefore, 
easy to seem hypercritical aGout 
tactics, and I always. feel a little 
difident about plunging into theory, 
writes Howard Marshall! in The 
Daily Telegraph. . 

For all that, speaking a3 a crusty 
and‘temporarily goured onlooker, I 
wish there ‘were, moro evidence of 
tactical schemes in the ordinary run 
of club games. I suppose ‘most 
teams have-a;council of war in tha 
dressing-room before they take, the 
field.: At any rate, I like to imagine 
Machiavellian ‘plots. being devised 
against the weakness of particular 
opponents, . and strategical moves 
being planned for breaking a care- 
fully studied defence. 

_ + . Ingenious Plot. * 

J always remember one such plot, 
a simple but ingenious one, which 
remained unrevealed:for soma years. 
It was in a game at Twickenham—~ 
rather an important game—and we 
were up against a powerful pack. 
Our opponents kicked off, and the 
bal! sailed far into touch. There 
was a scrum in the centre, the op: 
posing forwards ‘vere down in a 
flash, and almost before we realised 
what was happening we were pushed 
straight - backwards, a disorganised 
rabble, for at least ten yards. 

Never shall I forget the shatter- 
ing effect of that overwhelming 
shove—we thought we were meeting 
the greatest and heaviest and most 
efficient’ pack in the country, which 
was possibly true, and it took us 
some time to regain our confidence. 
And—here is the point—it*was all 
deliberate, that kick into touch, the 
consequent scrum in the centre, and 
then the almighty push. Our op- 
ponents hoped to break our. moralo 
by this ruse, and they very nearly 
succeeded. That was good atrategy, 
unorthodox perhaps, but clever. 

Great Teams Scarce. 

Unfortunately, it is hard to be- 
lieve that there is really much play 
about modern club football. - No 
doubt captains deliver brief exhorta- 
tions to heartiness, urging the for: 
|wards to work ‘and the backs to 
tnekle; but there are no signa that 
they, do more than that. Oppor 
tunities “may be taken during 4 
game, but they are not made, and 
It is in the making of opportunities 
that a proper understanding of 
Rugby football is shown. Every 
great team has had a directing 
intelligence behind it, but. .graat 
teams this season are scarce. 

Perhaps I am generalising too 
much, for I am thinking particularly 
of the larger London clubs. In the 
provinces more thought is given to 
tactical problems, and 1 feel certain 
that J. 8. Tucker, for exampie, loses 
no chance of instructing the Bristol 
side.’ There is nothing .more help- 
ful than a meeting after a match to 
discusa the outstanding ‘movements 
‘and mistakes with the h€lp of black. 
board. diagrams. 

: Ignorant Players. ~ 
“LT may be told that this ta making’ 
a business of what should be simply, 
a Saturday: afternoon’s relaxation, 
but the fact ‘of the matter is that 
the only way to enjoy any game to 
the full fs by exploring ‘all its pos- 
sibilities, A great many Rugby 
football players «are surprisingly 
ignorant. Ifyou ask a forward,

There {3 actually so much to learn 
about'the game that only after 
sevoral years of good ¢lub football 
can the average player begin to 
Understand what he is doing. It Is 
to my mind an important point, this 
need for closer, study of theory, for 
the lack of it is reflected too fre- 
quently in the general standard of 
play. 

. The Stand-Off-Half, 

’ Now to turn for a moment to 
practical issues. The stand-off-half 
position becomes interesting, and a 
severe compotition for that place in 
the English side seems likely.

Planes Regular Service 
in U.S.A. 


_ The combined effect of the re- 


cent passage of the Watres’ Air 
Mail bill and the reductions in air 
travel rates to approximately rail 
plus pullman charges presages a 
bright future for passenger olr 
transport lines, in the view of lead- 
ing air line operators, William B. 
Mayo, head of the aircraft division 
of the Ford Motor Company, said 
recently. Ford all-metal tri-motor 
transport planes are now flying re- 
gularly on most’ of the important 
alr passenger }ines in the United 
States, Central and South America. 
. The early award of air‘ mail 
contracts to most of the passenger 
lines in the United States, a move 
{ntended by the provisions of the 
Watres bill, which ‘recently was 
signed by President ‘Hoover, is ex- 
pected to quickly carry the air 
transport companies to a point 
where -their operations will be 
financially profitable. Many of 
them, since the great in- 
crease in passenger traffic 
which followed the fare reductions 
early inthe year, have been able 
to almost balance their operating 
exponses with operating revenues. 
The added revenues expected to 
be available through transport of 
alr. mail should carry them over 
the top, in theview of Mr. May, 
who has recently made an exhaus- 
tive survey of the prospects of 
these companies. 

Even 
seemingly rapid development of air 
pagsenger transportation, the plane 
fleets of many of the air lines are 
running dally with capacity loads, 
Mr. Mayo found in his survey. An 
outstanding example was furnish- 


ted by Transcontinental Air Trans- 


port-Madux Air Lines, whose fleets 
sare largely made up of Ford tri- 
motor planes.

NEW METHOD. | 


Shipping Transport 
*Planes by Crane. 

A new’ method of shipping heavy 
transport aeroplanes without crating 
has just been tried and proved suc- 
cessful. : 

When the steamship Sorvard of 
the Garelal Dias Line sailed for 
Spain not long ago, a Ford tri- 
motored, all metal ship was carried 
ag part of the deck cargo, securely 
lashed, of course, to prevent its 
shifting position should the steamer 
run into heavy weather. ‘ 


Shipping men consider that the| 


small size of; the steamship—Tho 
Sorvara is'rated at only 3,670 gross 
tona by Lloyd’s and is 368 feet lony 
—was one of the main features of 
the shipment, for it demonstrated 
completely that all metal transport 
planes not only could be carried un- 
crated a3 deck load, but that several, 
of them might be nested on the 
deck of even a small craft. 

The transport plane was sent to 
‘the Concesionoria de Lineas Aorcas 
Subvencionadas known as the 
CLAS Air Transport Company. 
The method of shipment saved, $650 
on dismantling and carting to the 
wharf side, for the big plane was 
towed to the ship and then lightered 
on board. This saving represents a 
cut of two-thirds ‘of the former 
charge for ‘dismantling and towing 
to the wharf side. Lighterage 
charges also were cut. But far 
more important was the saving 0! 
approximately $3,000 in carting. 
The carting’ on a previous job 
weighed 80,000 pounds, so that the 
cost of ocean freight has been re- 
duced. ' 

The plane was towed to the wharf 
on its own landing gear and swung

The engines, engine controls and 
landing gear all remained in place, 
expediting re-assembly, The wing 
tips and tail surfaces were removed 
and stowed in the hold of the ship, 
without erating. 

Upon arrival fn Spain, debarka- 
tion ard, re-assembly were’ greatly 
expedited by the new method, which 
proved so successful that several 
similar shipments across the North 
Atlantic have followed.

everywhere, 

Behind the spectacular results 
achieved by the New York Police 
Department lies the story of an 
ingenious experiment — an experi- 
ment which, fortunately, is readily 
applicable to motor fleet operations 
in general, and often withcut any 
‘udditional overhead cost, 

The key to the plan is so obvious 
that one immediately wonders why 
it was never thought of and applied 
before. The substance of it jg 

‘simply nothing more than education. 

In 1928, soon after Grover A 
Whalen, then manager of the John 
Wannamaker stores in New York, 
was made Police Commissioner of 
New York City, he began studying 
the motor transport division of the 
police department. Further analysis 
evolved the idea that some plan of 
training and education might be ap- 
plied to the 1,600 men in that divi- 
sion which would achieve at the same 
tlme both higher efficiency and re- 
duced cost.

-Commissioner Whalen called 
in distinguished professors from 
Columbia Untveérsity, New York 
University, and the College of tha 
city of New York, all of whom col- 
laborated in the plan.
